Mrs. Armstrong 
at once telephoned back, and was so 
sure from the descriptioii given that the 
prisoner was her husband that? she took 
the train last evening to join him.

has been the guest of Mrs. Inman on 
Locust street, ami in the columns of 
The Gazette a fe\v days ago a full ac- 
count of the disappearance of Armstrong 
was published. 


Aruist!'ol>£ Is Insiim? 


From the message received by Mrs. 


Armstrong yesterday it is quite evident 
that her husband is insane, and that 
while demented he wandered away from 
home in Crystal Lake, one bright'morn 
ing last May. 
At that time he wore 


glasses, was dressed in a double breasted 
.suit and had four front teeth missing. 
When arrested in Chippowa Falls ho 
answered this description with the ex- 
ception that his glasses were missing. 
He also had an open-faced silver watch 
when he left home, and this was also 
found on him. 


Armstrong was first noticed wander- 


ing in the county north of Chippewa 
Falls, on Tuesday, and the police arrest- 
ed him and locked him up on the charge 
of insanity. 
At the jail ho gave his 


name as Francis Armstrong, and stated 
that his home was in Kockford. 111., and 
that he owned a vast real estate there 
that was in the hands of Mayor Brown 
for safe keeping. 
It was this informa- 


tion that led to the identification of the 
prisoner whose real name is Charles 
Armstrong. 


Chief Bergen was at once notified.and 


through a message sent from Kocktord 
the Chippewa Falls police were able to 
locate and commmnicate with Mrs. Arm-

His wife kissed 
him goodbye as usual and urged him 
to stay at home.

A CERTAIN

Virden. 111., Oct. 14.—A "wild" train 


composed of four passenger coaches, 
two box cars and a caboose whizzed 
through Virden late Thursday after- 
noon. The coaches were the same as 
were riddled in 
Wednesday's battle. 


The sides of the cars were scarred and 
the windows broken. 
Not a human 


being was to be seen on the train, and 
at was given out that the cars were to 
be taken to the repair shop in 
Louis. It was learned afterward, how- 
ever, that the box car and the first 
two passenger coaches were filled with 
colored men. 
Those in the coaches 


were down between the seats. An at- 
tempt to disembark the men here was 
prevented by the militia, acting under 
Gov. 
Tanner's orders, and the train 


was run through to Girard. 
Superin- 


tendent Lukens later notified the au- 
thorities 
that the 
men 
would 
be 


brought back and that the company 
would insist upon landing them. Capt. 
Craig thereupon warned the Chicago 
& Alton officials that if any attempt 
was made to disembark negroes here 
he would take his men and Catling 
guns to the depot and assume charge 
of the railroad "at this point. 


The railroad tracks for a distance 


of nearly two miles are being patrolled 
by the soldiers. No one is allowed to 
pass in the direction of the stockade 
without giving good evidence that he 
is entitled to pass. 


Col. 
Young of the First Illinois cav- 


alry has arrived here with 200 men. 
vroops A and C of the cavalry, under 
command of Capt. Lino and JIaj. Al- 
sip respectively, made up the cavalry 
detail, and with them were companies 
H of DeKalb, C of Oregon and E of 
Peoria, which is a part of the new 
Third -regiment. Col. Young assumed 
command of the troops here imme- 
diately upon his arrival. He detailed 
troop C to re-enforce Capt. Craig at the 
railroad station, and company C of the 
infantry was left at the coal company's 
.stockade. 


The town is virtually under martial 


law. 
Battery 
B, 
seventy-six 
men 


strong, Capt. C. C. Craig, of Galesburg, 
camped on the public square. 
Pickets 


were posted throughout, the town and 
in the stockade and 
challenged 
all 


comers. 
Adjt.-Oen. .1. N. Reece was 


early on the grounds and had orders 
from Gov. Tanner to prevent the coal 
company from running imported labor 
inside the stockade.. 


The armed guards of the coal com- 


pany were compelled 
to 
surrender 


their arms to the military. The strik- 
ers were ordered to do this Wednesday j >,.lUl>na, ,,,..„, 
night. 
The soldiers who did the dis- 


arming say that the men had a mot- 
ley collection of shooting irons and 
carried cartridges and shot shells in 
tin buckets. 
Over 100 
Winchesters 


and 25.000 rounds of ammunition was 
confiscated 
within 
the 
stockade. 


Thomas Preston, who was killed, is 
said to have been shot by a soldier 
who had challenged a striker. 
Pres- 


ton was shot while standing on the 
identical spot where Morgan was killed 
earlier in the day. 


F. W. Burton, a detective of Joliet, 


had a marvelous escape, the Winches- 
ter which he held in his hand having 
been struck three times. 


Coroner William H. Hantoff oE Gir- 


ard impaneled a jury, viewed nine bod- 
ies and began taking testimony. The 
point over which there was the great- 
est controversy was that as to which 
side began shooting. 
The miners and 


their sympathizers produced witnesses 
who swore positively that a guard on 
the train began the attack from a car 
platform. 


Superintendent F. W. Lukens said 


• that the guards employed by the coal 


company did no shooting until the 
train had reached the stockade. 
Dr. 


C. A. Peterson made the same state- 
ment. 
The Rev. Father Clancy tes- 


tified that he had seen Kiley killed, 
but was not able to state that the fir- j 
ing originated on the train. Father ; 
Clancy also testified that he did not 
see any firing from the tipple tower. 
On this point there is much contro- 
versy, the miners claiming that the 
shot that killed Kiley came from the 
tower. Superintendent Lukens says 
there was absolutely no shooting from 
the tower.

THE WAFCLOUD OVER RUSSIA AND ENGLAND. 


There is peace between the United States aucl Spain, bat the nnti.sh Lion aucl tbe RuKbiau Bear have reached an 


acute stage in their quarrel over the remains of- th« (Jhinusii dra^i'i). 
The threatening rlisputo between Russia and 


Great Britain, following the actual veto by thfi Russian govorinncut of !i concession already contracted for bnt not 
then ratified by the Chinese government in behalf of a British finbjr.ct, binges ou the question. Shall the Chinese rail- 
way connection with the Traossiberian railway pass through tho city oi Niu-Chuang? It now is a war of commerce, 
•which may become a war of Heets. 
As long as tho connection between tlui Transsiberiau railroad and the Chinese 


coast ended, as at first proposed, at ISfiu-Chnanf; the nations of tho west had no objections, for Niu-Chuang is a port 
•which is free iii tbe fullest acceptance of the word and tho foreign trade of which in 189fi reached $17,300,000. The 
t-'-nrlf has been a growing one, especially in English and American cotton goods. Now that Russia has obtained Port 
.'•.:. ::;:r and Ta-Lien-'Wan. the former a naval station and the latter, as Russia asserts, a freo port, a new concession 
'..ir "the extension" of the Niu-Chuang read has been wrested from the Chinese gos-ernmeut, which enables the Rus- 
sians to swervo to the east and leave Niu-Chuang side tracked, thereby making Ta-Lien-Wan the principal seaport of 
the gulf of Pe-Chi-Li and opening to Russian control alone all the vast, populous and fertile regions of Manchuria. 
Tho Russians declare that la-Lien- Wau will be a free port, but the treaty under which that nation received control 
of it is well known and gives especial privileges to the commerce of Russia. 
More than that, by the swerving of the 


proposed railroad from Nin-Chuang the great commerce which America and England have already built up with Maii- 
cburia is cut off, and Russia is made the arbiter of the commerce of Manchuria. What effect the czar's peace proposal 
will have on the railway concession quarrel remains to be seen.
